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1.   OTTAWA,  THE  CAPITAL  OF  CANADA 

In  182  6,  Colonel  John  By,  commanding  a  detachment  of  Royal 
Engineers,  came  to,  and  pitched  camp  at,  a  place  called  The 
Landing  near  the  junction  of  the  Ottawa  and  Rideau  Rivers. 
His  object:  to  construct  the  Rideau  Canal  and,  through  a 
series  of  locks,  make  the  Rideau  River  navigable.   They 
succeeded  admirably.   They  also  succeeded  in  converting  The 
Landing,  a  small  riverside  hamlet,  into  Bytown,  naming  it 
after  the  Colonel.   It  soon  became  a  busy  little  centre 
beginning  to  take  an  interest  in  the  lumber  trade. 

A  few  years  after  the  completion  of  the  canal  -  in  1854  - 
Bytown  became  a  city  and  was  renamed  Ottawa.   This  is  an 
anglicised  version  of  the  indian  name  'Aoutaouas',  the  name  of 
the  tribe  of  Indians  who  inhabited  the  upper  reaches  of  the 
Ottawa  River. 

Three  years  later,  Queen  Victoria  selected  Ottawa  as  the 
capital  of  Canada  because  "The  city  of  Ottawa  combines  more 
advantages  than  any  other  place  in  Canada  for  the  permanent 
seat  of  the  future  government  of  the  Province  and  is  selected 
by  Her  Majesty  accordingly." 


The  photograph  shows  the  Rideau  Canal  with  the  Parliament^ 
buildings  behind,  the  National  Conference  Centre  on  the  right 
(and  the  Chateau  Laurier  Hotel  behind  it) ,  and  the  National 
Arts  Centre  on  the  left,  but  it  may  not  be  as  hot  in  October!

c.   Briefing 

All  speakers,  chairmen  of  sessions,  reviewers,  interpreters 
and  technicians  should  attend  a  short  briefing  at  the  front  of 
the  auditorium  at  0900  on  the  Wednesday.   This  will  enable  the 
speakers  to  become  acquainted  with  the  equipment  - 
particularly  important  if  they  have  35  mm  slides  or  videos  - 
and  to  meet  their  session  chairmen,  who  will  explain  how  they 
intend  to  run  their  sessions. 

d-   Refreshments  and  Lunch 

Coffee,  tea  and  juice  will  be  provided  free  of  charge  during 
the  breaks  by  courtesy  of  the  Department  of  National  Defence. 
They  will  be  served  in  the  foyer  outside  the  Auditorium.   Food 
and  beverages  are  not  allowed  in  the  auditorium. 

No  special  arrangements  have  been  made  for  lunch.   There  is  a 
cafeteria  situated  on  the  5th  floor  of  the  National  Library. 
Participants  will  be  asked  each  morning  whether  they  wish  to 
lunch  there,  since  the  cafeteria  needs  to  have  an  approximate 
idea  of  numbers.   Sandwiches,  salads,  soup,  and  one  or  two  hot 
dishes,  may  be  obtained  there  for  under  $5.00. 

Alternatively,  there  are  many  suitable  restaurants  and  snack 
bars  in  the  area  within  a  5-10  minute  walk.

6 .       TRJVNSPORT 

a.      Air 

From  North  America  there  are  a  number  of  flights  direct  to 
Ottawa,  but  some  participants  may  have  to  change  in  Toronto. 

There  are  few  direct  flights  from  Europe  to  Ottawa.   Most 
flights  to  Ontario  or  Quebec  arrive  at  Montreal  (Mirabel 
airport)  or  Toronto,  and  you  must  change  to  a  domestic  flight 
for  onward  travel  to  Ottawa.   Unless  you  are  planning  to  stay 


over  in  Montreal  for  a  visit,  a  flight  through  Toronto  is 
preferable  since  you  will  easily  get  a  connecting  flight  to 
Ottawa . 

Onward  transport  from  Mirabel  requires  a  ground  transfer  to 
Dorval  Airport  and  a  35  minute  flight  to  Ottawa,  or  a  two  hour 
bus  ride  (schedule  for  October  not  yet  available) .   Don't  take 
a  taxi,  except  in  emergency;  it  is  $171  flat  rate.   An 
alternative  possibility  is  to  go  into  Montreal  and  take  the 
train;   the  last  one  is  at  1745  (Winter  timetable,  1992)  and 
takes  two  hours. 

From  Ottawa  airport,  a  bus  serving  the  main  downtown  hotels 
runs  every  30  minutes  and  costs  $8.50.   If  it  does  not  serve 
your  hotel,  it  will  be  able  to  set  you  down  near  it.   A  taxi 
will  cost  about  $20.   You  may  also  see  an  OC  Transpo  bus,  no. 
96,  at  the  airport.   This  is  a  local  bus,  intended  for  airport 
employees,  and  has  no  facilities  for  handling  luggage. 
Moreover,  it  takes  nearly  an  hour  to  the  city  centre  and 
requires  exact  Canadian  money.   In  Ottawa,  it  runs  along 
Albert  Street  (see  bus  map  on  verso  of  Attachment  A) ,  and  is 
handy  for  most  of  the  recommended  hotels. 

b.  Rail 

The  main  railway  station  in  Ottawa  is  about  4  km  from  the 
centre  of  the  city.   Taxis  from  there  to  downtown  will  be 
about  $10;  and  bus  no.  95  runs  along  Albert  Street  near  to  the 
hotels. 

c.  Road 

All  the  recommended  hotels  have  car-parking  facilities  with  a 
special  24  hour  rate  allowing  you  to  enter  and  leave  at  will 
(for  details  see  Attachment  B) .   There  is  no  parking  at  either 
of  the  meeting  sites,  although  commercial  parking  is  available 
at  several  garages  within  a  five-minute  walk  of  the  Government 
Conference  centre. 

There  are  many  car  hire  firms;  and  the  major  ones  all  have 
offices  at  the  airport  (open  typically  from  0800  to  2300) . 
Typical  prices,  including  insurance,  for  a  compact  are  $45  a 
day,  $175  for  a  week  with  up  to  1600  km,  or  $215  for  an 
unlimited  distance  (worth-while  if  you  expect  to  drive  more 
than  2000  km) .   Collision  damage  waiver  costs  about  $12  a  day. 

d.  To  the  meetings 

If  you  select  one  of  the  recommended  hotels,  the  meeting  sites 
will  be  between  5  and  15  minutes  away  on  foot.   Should  you 
choose  to  stay  further  away,  buses  1,  2,  4  and  7  go  to  within 
3  blocks  of  the  National  Library,  to  the  corner  of  Bank  and 
Wellington  Streets;  buses  18  and  16  go  to  within  2  short 
blocks,  to  the  corner  of  Queen  and  Bay  Streets.   Several  other 
routes  use  the  Transitway  downtown  corridor  (Albert  Street 
westward  and  Slater  Street  eastward)  which  is  a  4  or  5  short 
block  walk  to  the  National  Library  -  alight  at  Bay. 


The  Government  Conference  Centre  is  at  2  Rideau  Street  (the 
eastward  continuation  of  Wellington  Street)  on  Confederation 
Square  across  Colonel  By  Drive  from  the  Rideau  Centre.   All 
buses  serving  the  downtown  area  stop  at  Confederation  Square 
or  near  the  south  entrance  to  the  Rideau  Centre  (Mackenzie 
King)  . 

Taxi  fares  from  nearby  downtown  hotels  to  either  site  will 
cost  approximately  $5.00. 

e-   Local  transport 

There  is  an  extensive  network  of  buses  in  Ottawa,  with  a 
number  of  reserved  bus  routes  (Transitway  corridors) .   The 
locations  of  the  stops  on  the  downtown  corridor  are  shown  on 
the  verso  of  Attachment  A,  which  also  shows  the  meeting  sites. 
Bus  information  can  be  obtained  from  the  enquiry  office  at  294 
Albert  Street,  open  from  Monday  to  Friday,  0830  to  1700  (see 
the  same  map),  or  telephone  741-4390  (0600-2300,  Monday  to 
Saturday  and  0800-2300,  Sunday). 

Buses  generally  run  until  midnight.   The  fares  vary  from  $1.30 
to  $2.00  according  to  the  time  of  day  and  the  route,  except 
for  a  few  rush-hour  only  routes  which  cost  $2.60.     Please 
note  that  the  drivers  do  not  give  change.   One-day  passes, 
valid  at  weekends,  and  on  weekdays  from  0900-1500  and  after 
1730,  are  available  for  $3.00  at  the  OC  Transpo  Enquiry  Office 
and  at  a  number  of  shops,  etc  (listed  on  the  verso  of 
Attachment  B) .    The  pass  may  also  be  used  from  1500-1730  with 
the  addition  of  $0.70  or  one  ticket.   These  (pre-paid)  tickets 
are  available  at  the  same  same  places  as  the  pass,  and  may 
also  be  used  for  travel  (three  are  needed  before  08  3  0  and  from 
1500-1730,  two  at  other  times) . 

However,  downtown  Ottawa  is  relatively  small  and  most  places 
of  interest  can  readily  be  visited  on  foot  if  the  weather  is 
kind. 

7.   LEISURE  ACTIVITIES 

a.  Reception 

The  National  Delegates  of  Canada,  Dr  Marsters,  Mr  Peebles  and 
Dr  Kimbell,  have  kindly  invited  all  participants  and  their 
companions  to  a  reception  to  be  held  in  the  National  Library 
on  Wednesday  6  October.   Full  details  and  invitations  will  be 
provided  at  registration. 

b.  Planned 

If  there  is  sufficient  interest,  a  tour  for  companions  will  be 
arranged  on  Thursday  7  October  to  Upper  Canada  Village  in  the 
St  Lawrence  Valley.   The  Village  is  a  reconstruction  of  an 
18  60 's  community  with  period  activities  and  entertainment;  and 
the  houses  were  moved  there  after  being  saved  from  demolition 
during  the  construction  of  the  St  Lawrence  Seaway. 

To  enable  the  organisers  to  gauge  the  number  of  people  likely 


to  take  part,  please  complete  the  form  at  Attachment  E  if  you 
are  interested  in  this  trip.   If  you  do  not  send  it  in,  you 
may  find  that  the  tour  has  been  cancelled.

For  more  detailed  information  on  Hull,  and  the  Province  of 
Quebec  on  the  north  side  of  the  river  which  includes  the 
Gatineau  Hills,  there  is  a  Tourist  Information  Office  at  25

Ideas  that  have  taken  my  fancy  include: 

an  introductory  2-hour  bus  tour  of  the  city  (probably 
daily  at  1000  and  1400)  from  Confederation  Square. 

a  visit  to  Parliament,  including  the  Library,  both  free 
(0900-163  0  (-2  03  0  on  Tuesday  5  October)  and  the  Noonday 
Gun,  followed  shortly  after  by  a  carillon  concert.  All 
this  is  on  Parliament  Hill  from  where  there  is  a  superb 
view  of  the  autumn  colours  in  the  Gatineau  Hills; 

the  new  Museum  of  Civilization,  across  the  river  in  Hull; 

a  boat  trip  on  the  river,  and  perhaps  the  canal; 

a  4-hour,  32  km  steam  train  ride  on  the  Quebec  side  of 
the  river,  starting  from  Hull  and  running  through  the 
Gatineau  Hills  (Monday,  Wednesday,  Saturday  and  Sunday) ; 

and  a  tour  of  the  Gatineau  Hills  themselves,  perhaps  by 
hired  bicycle. 

You  will  find  many  other  suggestions  in  the  free  Visitor  Guide 
to  Ottawa,  obtainable  from  the  Tourist  Offices. 

To  make  the  best  use  of  the  little  time  that  you  will  have 
available  for  tourism,  it  is  recommended  that  you  contact  the 
tourist  office  in  advance.   They  will  be  pleased  to  provide

8.   GENERAL  INFORMATION 

a.  Banks/Currency  Exchange 

In  general,  shops  and  other  commercial  establishments  do  not 
accept  foreign  currencies.   US  Dollars  may  be  accepted  by 
some,  but  the  exchange  rate  is  not  likely  to  be  favourable. 
It  is  best  to  exchange  money  at  a  bank. 

The  foreign  exchange  broker  at  the  airport  is  open  from 
0530-2330.   Banks,  of  which  there  are  many  within  a  few 
minutes  walk  of  the  hotels,  are  generally  open  from  0800-1700 
Monday  to  Wednesday  and  0800-2000  on  Thursday  and  Friday. 
However,  times  vary  for  individual  branches.   Not  all  branches 
will  exchange  all  currencies.   It  is  best  to  try  the  main 
branches  on  the  Sparks  Street  Mall  (see  map) ,  which  specialise 
in  foreign  currency  exchange.   Transaction  charges  are  still 
reasonable  at  present  -  $2.50  per  transaction  (travellers' 
cheques  or  currency) ,  irrespective  of  the  number  of  notes  or 
cheques,  at  the  Royal  Bank  main  office  at  90  Sparks  Street, 
for  example. 

There  are  also  automated  tellers/bank  machines  at  numerous 
locations  around  the  city,  most  of  which  will  accept  bank 
cards,  for  example  Visa  and  Master  Card,  from  other  countries.

Currency  rates  have  fluctuated  widely  recently  so  it  is  best 
to  verify  them  closer  to  the  date  of  the  Symposium,  but  the 
above  figures  will  give  you  some  idea  of  comparative  costs. 

b.  Sales  taxes 

Note  that  most  items  and  services  purchased  in  Ontario 
(including  restaurant  meals)  are  subject  to  an  8%  Provincial 
Sales  Tax  and  a  Federal  7%  Goods  and  Services  Tax  (G.S.T.). 
These  are  not  normally  included  in  the  advertised  price  of  an 
item,  but  are  added  at  the  cash  register.  Visitors  to  Canada 
may  apply  for  a  refund  of  these  taxes,  except  for  meals.   A 
brochure  containing  details  will  be  provided  in  your 


registration  kit  when  you  arrive.  Remember  to  save  your 
receipts. 

c.  Tipping 

It  is  nomtial  to  give  a  10-15%  tip  for  services  in  restaurants 
and  taxis,  etc.  unless  a  service  charge  is  included  on  the 
bill,  as  is  usually  the  case  for  groups  of  10  persons  or  more. 

d.  Airline  Reservations/Confirmations 

Please  remember  that  for  those  people  on  transatlantic 
flights,  confirmation  of  reservation,  at  least  72  hours  before 
departure,  is  essential;  your  hotel  receptionist  is  usually 
the  best  person  to  do  this  for  you. 

e.  Weather 

The  temperature  range  for  early  October  is  large  with  an 
average  maximum  of  15  °C  and  minimum  of  1°C..  Rain  may  be 
expected  half  the  time. 

f .  Electricity 
110-120  volts,  AC  60Hz. 

g.  Post  and  Telephone 

To  the  USA,  postcards  and  letters  up  to  3  0  gm  cost  49  cents; 
to  other  countries,  postcards  and  letters  up  to  20  gm  cost  86 
cents  and  go  by  air. 

There  is  a  large  Postal  Station  at  the  corner  of  Sparks  Street 
and  Confederation  Square  (see  map) ,  but  there  are  smaller  Post 
Offices  in  most  shopping  malls.   Booklets  of  stamps  are 
available  at  many  drug  or  convenience  stores  or  smoke  shops. 
They  may  also  be  available  from  your  hotel. 

The  telephone  code  for  Ottawa  from  abroad  is  +1  (613) . 
Locally,  of  course,  you  just  dial  the  7  digits,  for  example 
237-5158.   This  is  also  the  case  for  Hull  numbers  with  area 
code  819.   From  your  hotel,  of  course,  you  will  usually  need 
another  initial  digit.   Some  hotels  apply  a  service  charge  to 
local  and/or  long  distance  calls.   You  should  check  with  the 
reception  desk. 

To  make  an  international  call  from  Canada,  you  dial  Oil  before 
the  country  code. 

The  cost  for  a  local  call  at  a  pay  telephone  is  2  5  cents. 
They  accept  5,  10  and  2  5  cent  coins.   Some  also  accept  the 
dollar  coin,  but  no  change  is  given.   Many  public  telephones 
will  also  accept  calling  cards  so  that  calls  may  be  charged. 
They  do  not  accept  European  VISA  or  similar  cards.   Bell 
Canada,  the  major  supplier  of  telephone  services  in  eastern 
Canada,  has  a  service  known  as  "Phoning  home  from  Canada", 
whereby  visitors  may,  by  telephoning  a  Canadian  toll-free 
number,  connect  with  an  operator  in  their  home  country  and 
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thereby  use  their  European  charge  card  or  calling  card.   A 
brochure  describing  this  service  will  be  available  at  the 
meeting  registration  desks.   The  numbers  for  the  NATO  nations 
that  can  be  reached  in  this  way  are:
